Japanese Carpentry Techniques 

Toshio Odate, Sculptor, Pratt Institute, New York 

Toshio Odate was trained in the stern discipline of the shokunin, the Japanese craftsman, 
and the skill of the tategu-shi, the maker of shoji screens. Watching Odate build a small screen 
in his demonstration at the Museum, the visitor will instantly recognize his extraordinary agility, 
intensity, concentration, and highly developed skills of eye and hand. To steady the piece of 
wood he works on, Odate— who, like all traditional Japanese screenmakers, works without a 
bench or vise-may sit on it or hold it with his feet; he uses traditional Japanese tools, with such 
unfamiliar names as dozuki, and ryoba, ilira-kanna. 

Odate is the author of Japanese Woodworking Tools: Their Tradition, Spirit and Use, 
published by Taunton Press (P. O. Box 355, Newtown CT 06470; (800) 243-7252).

China, and Japan, always searching for new instruments, melodies, and fellow musicians. His 
formal training (B.A., at Cleveland State University; M.Mus., Oberlin) has developed into a 
professional career as a specialist in European Medieval, Renaissance, and Baroque music, as 
well as several years on the pop/rock and musical theater circuit. Mantey has now turned to 
Japanese and Chinese flutes and will play both in his concert in the Museum’s Japanese Screen 
Gallery. He will play the shakuhachi, shinobue, dung-shau, ba-hu, and di-dze-aH popular 
instruments widely used by folk musicians in Japan, China, and Taiwan.
